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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains the double patenting 
rejection as the proposed amended claims still teach authentication based on comparisons of an image against a reference image. The 
Examiner also maintains the 103 rejection and holds that the claimed limitations are taught in the references. Applicant argues that 
Kohinata does not teach activating the camera on power-on or reset to take a photograph. However, the Examiner contends that this is 
taught in paragraph 0049, which teaches a "reset" of the phone. Further figure 2 teaches a power-on with subsequent image capture. De 
Jong teaches using a photograph of an article for the authentication.
